more about Him than you al- 
ready know, and possibly nothing 
new will be mentioned, but I 
already feel that warmth and 
mellowness of spirit that He al- 
ways brings when He comes into 
individual lives. 

It is believed bv some that 
John the beloved disciple loved 
Jesus more than any of the other 
disciples, but whether he did or 
not it seems that he had a bet- 
ter way of demonstrating it than 
the others. He leaned on Jesus’ 
breast at the last supper. He 
was almost always near Him from 
the moment John the Baptist 
pointed Jesus out to him and 
Andrew on that memorable day 
when that great and mighty man 
of God said, ‘‘Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.”’ 

1 have often thought I would 
like to be able to love Jesus like 
1 think John loved Him while 
they were together in the flesh. 
John showed his love by follow- 
ing Him closely and obeying 
Him in all things. It was John 
that kept close to Him and went 


in with Jesus into the palace of 


the high priest, and stood by 
Him in the judgment hall. It 
was John that out run Peter and 


came first to the supulchre after 


it was reported that Jesus was 
risen from the dead. It was this 
same John that announced to 
the all-night fishing party, ‘‘It is 
the Lord.’’ 


The very expréssion, Jesus our 
Savior, indicates love to those 
that truly love and obey Him. 
Of course we kaow that He loves 
us, for this was demonstrated in 
His life on earth and His death 
on the cross—dying for us. He 
has truly proven His love for us 
and it is now our duty to prove 
our love to Him. 


This same John mentioned 
above will be a goud judge to 
decide whether or not you and | 
love Jesus. { am sure we all 
have confidence in ove so noble, 
and one that stood by our Savior 
so faithfully during His arrest, 
trial, conviction and execution. 
John, please tell this large con 
gregation whether or not they 
love the Lord as much as they 
claim. Let John answer. And 
be svre you dv not dispute his 
word when you hear the words 
direct from him. Listen! John 
is only repeating the words of 
Jesus Himself as he answers: 
‘“He that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he it 
is that Inveth me.’’ 

This kind of an answer will 
give each one of you a chance to 
decide the matter yourself. You 
can now ask yourselves the ques- 
tion, Do I love Jesus? Let us 
reason about this subject a few 
moments. Jesus says plainly, 
“He that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he it 
is that loveth me.’’? First, Do 
you have [lis commandments? 





You answer, Truly His command- 
ments are written in the blessed 
Bible that I keep in my home, 
and I would not want to be with- 


| out it under any circumstances. 
I may not be able to tell any | 


There His commandments are 
written plainly. Now each one 
of you can be your own judge as 
to whether )ou are keeping His 
commandments or not. But let 
John repeat a few more words 
that fell from those sacred lips 
on this subject. Listen, ‘If a 
man love me he will keep my 
words.”’ (Jonn 14:13.) This 
makes it a little plainer and 
possibly a little more simple, for 
if you are doubtful about what 
His commandments are, surely 
their is no room for doubt about 
what His words are, for they are 
written plainly, by both John, 
Luke, Mark, and Matthew. 


We draw from another source 
a little more help on this im- 
portant subject. The Syriac ver- 
sion of the same expression of 
Jesus as recorded by John says, 
“He that loveth me observeth 
my instruction.’”’ ‘There it is 
plain and simple. Webster, the 
authority for English words says, 
to observe means to practice. If 
you love Him, then you will do 
the very things He tells you to 
do. And if you do not do the 
things He tells you to do you do 
not love Him. 1s that tov close? 
Is that making it too strong? 
Are you getting in too closea 
place? But here is the reason I 
said it, ‘‘He that loveth me not 
keepeth not my sayings.’’ (John 
14:24.) Then surely it is plain 
to everv one that if you do 
not observe the command ments— 
words—sayings of Jesus—and do 
not obey and practice what He 
teaches, you do not love Him, no 
matter if you do claim that you 
do. This may seem to be a 
strong statement, but 1t is surely 
a true oneif the Bible is a true 
book. 


Now I am going totoask a 
few questions, and you had bet- 
ter have them put before you now 
than to wait until the judgment. 
Have you repented of your sins? 
Have you been baptized with 
water? Have you been sanctified 
and made holy by that precious 
cleansinggblood of Jesus that wag 
shed for you? Are you truly a 
holiness man or woman, made so 
by the atoning blood of Christ? 
Have you been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and fire according to 
the instructions of Jesus our 
Savior? Have you spoken with 
other tongues as the Spirit gave 
the utterance? Have you taken 
what is commonly called the 
Lord’s supper? Have you washed 
one another’s feet according to 
His instructions? Do you prac- 
tice paying tithes? Do you 
really and truly love one an- 
other? (John 15:17.) Do-vou 
really love Jesus now oris ita 
fact that you have only been 
claiming it and not really doing 
it? Do you trust the Lord for 
your healing when you get sick 
or do you resort to medical aid? 
Are you a member of the great 
Ohurch of God? Do you love His 
divine government and submit to 





those who have rule over you, 
or would: yourather do as you 
!please and ignore the advice of 


| those who are watching for your 


‘count? 


After going over the above 
now look up in my face as | ask 
you once more, Do you love 
Jesus? Before you reply too 
hastily I wish to call your atten- 
tion again to words of Jesus, “‘If 
# man love me, he will keep my 
words.’’ And ‘He that loveth 
me not kee peth not my sayings.” 
I cannot afford to deviate from 
this plain teaching to ease some 
of you that 1 know have never! 
practiced the instructions of Je- 
sus, but instead of modification 
I wish to point you to Jesus our 
Savior whose precious cleansing} 
blood atones for all of our sins, 
and will doas much for you if you 
confess your guiltand ask Him 
to forgive you and from this 
moment begin to prove your love 
to Him by observing the things 
He says do. 


Remember that we still have 
John on the judgment seat 
When we have appeared before 
him what more’wil) he say? Let 
us give him another chance to 
tell us whether we love the Lord 
or not. ‘*My little children,”’ 
says John, “‘let.us not love in 
word, neither in tongue; but in- 
deed and in truth.’’ (1 John 
8:18.) ‘This in deed and in 
truth means that we do the 
things Jesus said do.. Not 
merely say we love Him and go 
on, but really practice the very 
things mentioned above. This 
means to really wash one an- 
other’s feet. It nfeans to really 
have the experience of sanctifi- 
cation. [It means real, literal, 
certain, not a kind of a make be- 
lieve story. 

A certain man said to another 
person one day as he came into 
the house all tired and perspir- 
ing freely, ‘tl have just been 
washing’ your feet.’’ ‘‘How’s 
that,’? replied the other, ‘‘you 
hawe not touched my feet.” ‘‘O, 
I have just been down to the 
station and got vour trunk out 
of the baggage room and brought 
it_up to the house on the wheel- 
barrow.” And he called this 
washing the other’s feet. If 
professing Christians will mis- 
represent like that I think it is 
po wonder that Paul wrote to 
the Ephesian church as_ he did: 
‘Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbor.” (Eph. 4:25.) And to 
the olossian church in a similar 
manner: ‘‘Lie not one to an- 
other.” (Col. 3:9.) 


That is the very cause of the 
sudden death of Ananias and 
Sapphira his wife. They said 
they did when they did not. 
They lied to the Holy Ghost. 
(Acts 5:1—10.) This man said 
he washed the other’s feet when 
he did not. Peoplé sometimes 
say they are saved from their 
sins when they are not. They 
claim to be Ohristians and say 
they have been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, in the face of the 
truth spoken by Jesus and His 
Holy apostles, when they have 
never spoken with other tongues 
as the Spirit gave the utter- 
ance. What isthat? Acts 5:4. 

On the same principle men 
often say they have taken up 
serpents, have cast out devils, 
are members of the Church of

A few weeks ago we inserted a 
little note in the paper advising 
the people to read the paper 
carefully for fear they might miss 
something of interest. We in- 
ferred that we would have some 
special good news before long 
and we wanted all of our people 
to know it.

Naturally matters look- 
ed gloomy with high prices on 
paper and other printer’s sup- 
ples. 


What shonld we do? After 
due consideration and much 
prayer, I decided that the only 


way out would be to purchase a 
typesetting machine, But this 
would cost at least three thou- 
sand dollars, and already under 


would make us in debt about 
four thousand dollars. While I 
was considering the matter and 
wondering if it would do to make 
the venture I received a letter 
from the Intertype Oo., at New 
Orleans La.,asking if 1 would not 
be willing for their traveling 
salesman to call and talk to me 
about the purchase of a machine. 


After another short interval of 
careful-consideration I wrote the 
company that I was in need of a 
machine and I had decided to pur- 
chase an Intertype model when 
I did purchase, but I hardly felt 
able to make the purchase yet, 
but if they desired to send their 
man I would be pleased to talk 
with him, get their prices and 
terms and at least treat him with 
due courtesy. 


After | had gone this far Ll took 
up the matter with each member 
of the publishing committee and 
asked their advice. { explained 
the needs of the office, showed 
how we would soon be blocked 


|up unless we had greater facility 
| for work, and at the same time 


| reminded them of the debt al- 
They 
all responded very promptly, and 
most of them stated that it 
looked like a big undertaking, 
but added that if 1 felt free to 
make the venture 1 would have 
their opprobation ani co-opera- 
tion. One of the committee 
took the pains to make some 
calculations and figured up the 
indebtedness I think above four 
thousand if we should purchase 
the machine, but at the close he 
suid he had already seen us ven- 
ture into responsibilities that 
made him shndder and almost 
tremble, and always ull through 
successfully, and although this 
was a still greater venture, he 
added thai he was satisfied for
